mumcation  is  difficult  or  impossible. 

Momrose  Day  Nursery,  though  beset  by  problems  of  minor 
but  troublesome  infectious  disease  during  the  yea  con 
mued  ,0  provide  a vital  service.  Thi"8 is  a datively' 
^pensive  service  and  was  the  subject  of  a report  to  the 
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Health  Committee  in  July,  1966.  The  desirability  of  pro- 
viding two  quite  simple  nurseries  at  opposite  ends  of  the 
town  must  be  borne  in  mind  if  we  are  to  cater  for  the 
deprived  and  handicapped  children  who  need  stimulation 
before  the  age  of  five  if  they  are  to  make  the  best  use  of 
their  infant  school  opportunities.  While  the  child  whose 
mother  is  obliged  to  work  must  continue  to  be  catered  for, 
it  is  increasingly  clear  that  the  use  of  the  nursery  as  a 
preventive  service  is  of  the  greatest  value. 

During  the  year  discussions  took  place  on  a proposed 
Mother  and  Baby  Home  to  be  established  by  the  Diocesan 
Moral  Welfare  Association  in  Ipswich.  A number  of  difficulties 
were  resolved  and  building  work  then  proceeded.  It  is 
hoped  that  the  first  girls  will  be  admitted  in  July  1967, 
and  I wish  the  Association  every  success  in  this  important 
venture. 

The  work  of  Health  Visitors  and  Home  Nurses  continues 
to  increase.  In  the  case  of  Health  Visitors  the  work  is  still 
changing  and,  with  the  present  pattern  of  work  and  shortage 
of  staff,  I cannot  see  how  the  work  can  continue  satis- 
factorily unless  transport  is  available  to  all  of  these  workers. 

Cervical  Cytology  was  made  available  during  the  year 
and,  in  order  not  to  swamp  the  laboratories,  our  efforts 
were  restricted  to  those  women  who  had  attended  our  own 
family  planning  clinics.  While  discussion  continues  on  the 
value  of  these  tests,  it  is  clear  that  at  present  those  most 
at  risk  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  are  the  least  likely  to  attend 
for  this  test  and  selective  testing  will  have  to  be  con- 
sidered. 

Work  started  in  1966  on  the  new  workshop  for  mentally 
handicapped  adults  at  Whip  Street,  and  it  is  hoped  to  open 
in  the  Autumn  of  1967.  As  part  of  this  scheme,  a special 
care  unit  will  be  provided  at  Heathside  early  in  1968  if 
our  plans  materialise.  This  is  a desperately  needed  service 
to  those  with  very  severely  handicapped  subnormal  children. 

The  Public  Health  Inspectors  continue  to  work  under 
great  difficulties  and  with  full  meat  inspection  and  stamping 
of  carcases  a legal  obligation,  the  time  available  for  the 
routine  work  decreases.  This  work,  unspectacular  though 
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it  may  be,  lies  at  the  very  heart  of  preventive  health  work 
in  the  town  and  the  difficulties  experienced  in  attracting 

new,  and  retaining  existing  staff  are  a cause  for  grave 
concern.  e 

1 should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  staff  of 
the  department  who  have  carried  out  their  duties  often  in 
ifficult  conditions.  While  it  is  impossible  to  mention  all 
those  who  have  helped  to  make  the  work  of  the  department 
possible  I should  like  to  mention  particularly  the  help  I 
have  had  from  Mr.  Hawes  and  his  printing  staff  to  whom  has 
fallen  for  the  first  time,  the  task  of  printing  this  report, 
finally  may  I record  my  appreciation  of  the  help  afforded 
tome  by  the  committee  members  and  officers  and  colleagues 
in  this  and  other  departments.

Miss  Manchester,  the  Matron  of  the  Nursery  for  14  years  retired 
in  April  and  was  replaced  by  Miss  Hitchen.  Miss  Manchester  was 
responsible  not  only  for  the  high  standard  of  care  at  the  nursery 
but  for  the  development  of  the  Nursery  Nurse  training  course  over 
the  years.  Under  her  guidance  many  students  were  trained  in  an 
atmosphere  of  happy  efficiency  which  they  will  remember  for  a 
long  time.  It  is  greatly  to  her  credit  that  very  few  students  failed 
their  examinations,  and  even  for  those  who  did  fail,  the  two 
years  at  Montrose  were  by  no  means  wasted.

oi  charge  or  at  a specially  reduced  fee. 
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The  aim  of  the  Nursery  is  not  simply  to  undertake  physical  care 
of  the  child  but  to  do  everything  possible  to  encourage  full 
mental  and  emotional  development.  It  is  staffed  by  a Matron, 
Deputy  Matron  and  four  Staff  Nursery  Nurses.  Besides  caring  for 
the  children,  eight  student  nursery  nurses  are  trained  in  child 
care  and  prepared  for  the  examination  of  the  National  Nursery 
Examination  Board.  Four  students  are  recruited  each  year  for  the 
two  year  course  so  that  normally  there  are  four  first  year  and 
four  second  year  students  in  training.  All  four  second  year 
students  were  successful  when  they  sat  for  their  certificate  in 
July. 

Recommendations  for  Day  Nursery  care  come  from  officers  of 
many  agencies,  e.g.  general  hospitals,  mental  hospitals.  Depart- 
ment of  Family  Psychiatry;  The  Ministry  of  Social  Security  and 
from  general  practitioners.  Social  Workers  and  the  Co-ordinating 
Officer. 

The  table  below  shows  that  admissions  and  discharges  were 
similar  in  number  to  the  previous  year.  The  average  daily  attend- 
ance however,  dropped  due  to  prolonged  outbreaks  of  mild  but 
troublesome  infectious  disease.  The  first  outbreak  was  of  a 
mild  intestinal  type  and  culminated  in  the  Nursery  being  closed 
for  two  weeks  in  July.  The  second  outbreak  was  of  a mild  form  of 
Sonne  Dysentery  which  was  prevalent  throughout  much  of  the 
area  during  the  latter  half  of  the  year.  Thirty-one  of  the  children 
have  contracted  this  complaint,  some  more  than  once;  all  child- 
ren who  had  positive  specimens  were  excluded  until  three 
negative  specimens  were  produced.  Outbreaks  of  this  nature  are 
unfortunate  and  apart  from  the  discomfort  to  those  concerned  and 
difficulty  for  their  families,  cause  much  extra  work  to  the  nursery 
staff  and  to  others,  both  clerical  and  technical,  engagea  in 
obtaining  information  and  collating  the  results.

In  1966  there  were  1,023  home  confinements,  and  995  mothers 
delivered  in  institutions  were  subsequently  cared  for  at  home  by 
the  midwives  - a total  of  2,018  cases  as  compared  with  2,092  in 
1965  (domiciliary  care  is  extended  to  all  mothers  in  the  Borough 
until  the  28th  day).  Following  the  recommendations  contained  in 
Ministry  of  Health  circular  6/65,  and  after  discussion  with 
officers  of  the  Hospital  Management  Committee,  two  part-time 
midwives  were  appointed  (one  in  April  and  the  other  in  June)  to 
undertake  the  domiciliary  care  of  early  discharge  cases  from 
hospital.  Early  discharge  is  generally  reckoned  to  be  either  a 
few  hours,  or,  more  commonly  at  about  48  hours  after  de  ivery. 
There  were  273  such  cases  during  the  year;  123  of  whom  were 
attended  by  the  part-dme  midwives  and  150  by  the  full-time  sta  . 


IPSWICH  SECOND  PERIOD  TRAINING  SCHOOL 
The  full  establishment  of  12  pupils  was  maintained  throughout 
the  year.  This  is  particularly  encouraging  in  view  of  the  com- 
petition from  other  Training  Schools.

Each  of  the  md.vidual  midwives  has  her  own  call  sign  and 
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apart  from  routine  ‘test  calls’  it  is  the  intention  to  use  the  system 
for  emergencies  only. 

Ipswich  is  one  of  the  pioneers  in  this  form  of  communication  for 
midwives  and  as  the  ‘Pocketfone’  has  only  recently  been  deve- 
loped and  put  into  production,  it  was  perhaps  inevitable  that 
certain  teething  troubles  would  develop.  Representatives  from 
Messrs.  Pye  Telecommunications  Ltd.,  of  Cambridge,  who 
installed  the  equipment,  co-operated  with  members  of  the  depart- 
ment to  overcome  the  initial  difficulties  and  at  the  time  of  writing 
the  system  has  begun  to  settle  down.  It  is  too  early  to  assess  the 
advantages  of  the  system  or  to  forecast  its  full  potential.

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HEALTH  VISITING 

At  the  end  of  the  year  the  establishment  of  the  service  was 
1 Superintendent  and  the  equivalent  of  20.5  full-time  Health 
Visitors.  The  actual  staffing  position  at  the  31st  December,  1966, 
was  as  follows:- 

1 Superintendent 
1 Senior  Health  Visitor 
3 Centre  Superintendents 
7 Full  time  and  2 part  time  health  visitors 
1 Full  time  and  7 part-time  clinic  nurses 
1 Student  Health  Visitor. 

In  the  annual  Report  for  1965,  it  was  stated  that  in  view  of  the 
rising  population  and  the  difficulty  of  recruitment,  the  service  had 
to  be  regarded  as  an  ‘ever  diminishing  force’,  and  this  observation 
is  still  valid.  Selective  visiting  has  been  adopted  to  a very 
considerable  degree  owing  to  the  shortage  of  staff  and  the  ideal 
of  one  health  visitor  to  4,300  population  seems  remote. 

For  the  first  time  since  1963,  a Bursary  Student  was  appointed 
and  she  commenced  her  training  in  September  at  the  newly 
established  Health  Visitor’s  Training  Course  at  the  Ipswich  Civic 
College.  With  the  establishment  of  this  Course,  the  Department 
was  asked  to  provide  two  health  visitors  to  undertake  the  prac- 
tical training  of  student  health  visitors.  As  a consequence, 
Miss  C.  Keeble  and  Miss  M.  Corston  were  appointed  as  Field 
Work  Instructors,  attended  a fortnight’s  special  training  course 
for  this  work  and  undertook  the  practical  training  of  three  student 
health  visitors  from  September.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Health 
Visitors’  Training  Council  that  Field  Work  Instructors  should 
have  a smaller,  and  more  reasonable  case  load.  Due  to  the 
shortage  of  trained  staff  and  difficulty  in  recruiting  staff,  it  has 
been  impossible  to  achieve  this,  and  the  pressure  on  them  has 
not  been  eased  by  the  fact  that  travelling  facilities  are  not 
available  to  them.  It  should  be  noted  however  that  their  students 
from  other  areas  are  paid  car  allowances. 

Close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Tutor  to  the  Health 
Visitors’ Course,  the  Field  Work  Instructors  and  the  Superintendent 
Health  Visitor. 

liaison  , . . . 

The  close  liaison  built  up  between  the  health  visitors  and  the 
General  Practitioners,  the  various  departments  of  the  local 
hospitals  and  other  social  workers  in  the  town  was  maintained. 
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The  Senior  Health  Visitor  regularly  visited  the  Consultant  and 
the  Sister  at  the  V.D.  Clinic  at  the  local  hospital,  and  the  close 
liaison  with  the  staff  at  the  Chest  Clinic  continued.  One  health 
visitor  attended  the  weekly  case  conference  at  St.  Clement's 
Hospital  and  contact  is  kept  with  the  staff  of  the  Children's 
Department,  the  Welfare  Services  Department,  the  Probation 
Officer  and  the  local  Inspector  and  Women  Visitor  of  the  N.S.P.C.C. 

PRACTICAL  TRAINING 

An  increasing  number  of  students,  particularly  from  the  local 
hospitals,  were  attached  to  the  health  visiting  service  during  the 
year  to  obtain  practical  experience  in  the  work  that  is  undertaken. 
Students  from  the  Civic  College  including  those  undertaking 
training  in  Child  Care,  accompanied  the  Health  Visitors.  A 
number  ot  doctors,  nurses,  and  social  workers  from  other  countries 
also  accompanied  health  visitors  in  their  visiting  during  the 
periods  they  were  attached  to  the  department. 

HEALTH  EDUCATION 

The  talks  to  senior  girls  at  Secondary  Modern  Schools  in  the 
town  continued  throughout  the  year.  A large  number  of  invitations 
were  received  for  talks  to  various  organisations,  and  these  were 
accepted  insofar  as  other  commitments  would  permit.  The  dis- 
cussion groups  organised  in  connection  with  mothers  of  children 
attending  play  groups  at  the  various  clinics  have  continued  to 
meet,  and  generally  speaking  the  attendances  have  increased.  The 

mothers  club  has  continued  to  meet  monthly  and  has  again  proved 
popular.

HOME  NURSING  SERVICE 


There  was  no  change  in  the  establishment  during  the  year,  it 
remaining  at  1 Superintendent  and  25  full-time  nurses.  Four  of  the 
staff  left  during  the  year  and  six  new  staff  were  appointed, 
leaving  the  service  two  under  establishment  at  the  end  of  the 
year. 

All  members  of  the  staff  attended  Hartismere  Hospital  to  see 
the  latest  techniques  in  the  care  and  rehabilitation  of  stroke 
patients.  I am  most  grateful  to  Dr.  Agate  and  his  staff  for  their 
considerable  help  in  arranging  these  visits.  The  nursing  staff 
found  it  both  interesting  and  of  practical  value. 

Staff  have  continued  to  give  talks  to  student  nurses  and  to  take 
them  on  their  rounds.  Talks  have  also  been  given  to  interested 
groups  by  the  Superintendent,  usually  at  evening  meetings. 

During  the  year  the  service  moved  from  its  old  headquarters  in 
Lower  Brook  Street  to  better  accommodation  on  the  first  floor  at 
Ailing  ton  Clinic.  This  has  not  only  made  administration  easier, 
but  has  provided  the  staff  with  a good  rest  room,  a facility  which 

was  sadly  lacking  at  Brook  Street. 

The  work  of  the  Service  continues  to  increase  and  consideration 
will  shortly  have  to  be  given  to  a further  increase  in  staff.  The

DOMESTIC  HELP  SERVICE 

With  the  reduction  of  working  hours  of  a full-time  home  help  to 
40  per  week  in  January,  the  hours  of  our  87  full-time  helps  fell 
from  3,654  to  3,480  per  week.  An  increase  of  establishment  on 
1st  April,  1966,  raised  the  weekly  hours  to  3,550.  an  allocation 
underspent  at  the  end  of  the  year  due  to  the  continued  difficulty 
in  attracting  and  retaining  staff.

ASSESSMENT  SUB-COMMITTEE 
This  Committee  considered  a number  of  cases  where,  to  relieve 
hardship,  reductions  in  the  assessed  fee  seemed  necessary.  The 
number  of  such  cases  is  quite  small  now,  particularly  since  1st 
April  when  the  assessment  scheme  was  reviewed  resulting  in  a 
reduction  in  charges  for  many  of  those  being  helped. 

NIGHT  ATTENDANTS 

Five  patients  were  helped  during  the  year  involving  1,284  hours 
of  attendance.

STAFF 

The  staff  situation  remains  the  same  as  in  1965,  that  is  to 
say,  a Mental  Health  Officer,  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers,  and 
two  part-time  Mental  Welfare  Officers  for  duties  outside  normal 
office  hours.  There  remained  a vacancy  for  a Mental  Welfare 
Officer  at  the  end  of  the  year.  In  November,  Mr.  Orme,  the 
Mental  Health  Officer,  left  to  become  the  Mental  Health  Officer 
to  Leicestershire  County  Council  and  Mr.  Wythe  was  promoted  to 
fill  the  vacancy.  Mr.  Eley  joined  the  staff  in  September  as  a 
Mental  Welfare  Officer. 

The  staff  continues  to  find  it  impossible  to  undertake  work 
other  than  the  most  urgent,  and  unfortunately  visiting  of  the 
mentally  subnormal  has  had  to  be  considerably  restricted.  At  the 
time  of  writing  the  vacancy  for  a Mental  Welfare  Officer  has  been 
filled  by  a female  officer,  but  the  establishment  remains  too  low 
to  undertake  all  the  work  which  should  be  done.  The  Consultant 
staff  at  the  Psychiatric  Hospitals  are  very  understanding  and 
limit  the  number  of  patients  for  whom  they  request  after  care  but 
of  course  this  should  not  be  necessary. 

TRAINING  OF  MENTAL  HEALTH  WORKERS 

The  newly  appointed  Mental  Welfare  Officer  receives  in-service 
training  and  is  also  attending  the  Department  of  Family  Psychiatry 
each  week.  A number  of  other  visitors  professionally  concerned 
with  handicapped  children  have  visited  the  Training  Centre  and 
the  mental  health  section  for  short  periods  to  broaden  their 
experience  in  this  type  of  problem. 

VOLUNTARY  ORGANISATIONS 

The  Ipswich  Mental  Welfare  Association  continues  to  undertake 
a number  of  valuable  functions  which  could  not  be  undertaken  by 
the  Local  Authority.  The  Association  has  been  most  helpful  in 
providing  transport  for  patients  going  on  holiday  and  for  their 
visitors. 

The  Mental  After  Care  Association  continues  to  provide  a 
rehabilitation  hostel,  and  at  the  end  of  1966,  4 male  and  5 female 
patients  were  supported  by  Ipswich  in  this  hostel.  No  time  limit 
has  been  placed  on  the  duration  of  residence  in  the  hostel  and 
inevitably  one  or  two  of  our  patients  have  found  it  impossib le  to 
find  employment,  though  efforts  are  made  by  the  Association’s 
Social  Worker  to  find  both  lodgings  and  work  for  these  patients. 
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CO-ORDINATION  WITH  HOSPITAL  AUTHORITIES 
THE  SUBNORMAL 

The  waiting  list  for  admission  to  special  hospitals  decreased 
slightly  during  the  year  due  to  a small  number  of  vacancies  being 
made  available  by  the  East  Anglian  Regional  Hospital  Board, 
.hort  term  care  was  afforded  to  a number  of  children  by  the 
Board  during  the  year. 

MENTAL  ILLNESS 

Liaison  is  maintained  with  the  medical  staff  at  St.  Clement's 
Hospital  by  joint  domiciliary  visits  and  a weekly  case  conference. 
Because  of  the  close  understanding  that  exists  emergency* 
admissions  under  Section  29  of  the  Mental  Health  Act  are  keot  to 
a minimum. 

WORK  UNDERTAKEN  IN  THE  COMMUNITY 
A total  of  333  cases  has  been  investigated  during  the  year,  and 
311  of  these  were  admitted  to  Psychiatric  Hospitals.  14  were 
referred  for  out-patient  treatment  and  the  remaining  8 were  not 
considered  to  need  psychiatric  treatment  After-care,  as  has 
already  been  mentioned,  is  very  much  limited  by  shortage  of  staff 
and  I hope  that  this  situation  can  be  remedied  when  the  present 
unancial  restrictions  ease  a little. 


SHORT  TERM  CARE  OF  THE  MENTALLY  SUBNORMAL 
This  year  39  children  were  provided  with  short  term  care.  Of 
these  21  went  to  special  hospitals  and  18  to  private  Homes  at  the 
expense  of  the  Local  Authority.  A venture  which  proved  highly 
successful  was  a holiday  for  two  of  our  girls  at  the  home  of  a 
former  member  of  staff.  This  has  the  advantage  of  providing  the 
cmldren  with  a number  of  experiences  which  they  do  not  have  at 
home,  and  which  they  would  not  have  in  an  institution.  I am 
pleased  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  arrangement  is  to  be  repeated

were  notified  that  Loan  Sanction  would  not  be  granted  for  the 
conversions  necessary  for  the  special  care  unit.  I hope  that  this 
decision  will  be  reversed,  as  to  leave  a room  empty  when  there  is 
a crying  need  for  these  facilities,  seems  illogical  at  least. 

At  Heathside  outings  were  arranged  to  seaside  resorts  and  to 
a visiting  Circus,  and  at  the  end  of  the  year  an  excellent  panto- 
mime was  organised  by  the  Staff.  It  is  not  generally  realised 
how  much  can  be  done  by  the  trainees  at  the  Centre  with  help  and 
encouragement  from  the  staff,  and  though  the  hall  was  nearly  filled 
on  the  occasion  of  the  pantomime  I would  like  to  see  an  even 
larger  audience  and  thoroughly  commend  this  Christmas  activity 
to  all  who  are  interested  in  the  mentally  subnormal. 

A Youth  Club  was  started  at  the  Centre  during  the  year  and  has 
proved  most  successful.  It  is  intended  for  the  older  trainees  and 
is  run  by  Mrs.  Ribbans,  the  Home  Teacher,  assisted  by  members 
of  the  Parents’  Association.  Help  is  also  given  by  girls  from  a 
Secondary  Modern  School  and  a number  of  young  people  from  the 
locality.  It  is  very  gratifying  to  see  an  interest  being  taken  in 
these  handicapped  people  by  young  people,  who  so  often  nowadays 
come  in  for  criticism  from  those  of  riper  years.

NOTE:-  The  figures  given  in  the  table  are  the  ‘corrected’  ones  and  agreed  with  those  submitted 
to  the  Registrar-General  as  to  final  diagnosis. 
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The  large  numberof  cases  of  dysentery  reported  was  certainly 
only  a fairly  small  proportion  of  the  cases  which  actually  occurred 
many  never  being  seen  by  their  doctor.  A steady  stream  of  cases’ 
of  Infectl0n  with  Sh.  Sonne  started  in  September  and  was  con- 
firming at  the  end  of  the  year.  The  infection  was  fairly  wide- 
spread in  the  town,  but  none  of  the  affected  patients  suffered 
severe  illness. 

Three  cases  of  ophthalmia  neonatorum  occurred  during  the  year. 

This  was  a disturbing  occurrence  which  is  being  watched  care- 
fully.

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PUBLIC  MORTUARY 

During  1966  the  public  mortuary  was  housed  in  temporary 
accommodation  in  Constantine  Road.  The  transfer  was  necessitated 
by  the  construction  of  the  inner  ring  road  and  the  spiral  car  park 
making  it  necessary  to  demolish  the  old  mortuary. 

During  the  year  567  bodies  were  received  into  the  mortuary  and 
post-mortems  were  carried  out  on  562. 
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METEOROLOGICAL  NOTES  1966 

The  readings  summarised  in  the  appended  tables  were  taken  at 
Rushmere  St.  Andrew  at  a height  above  M.S.L.  of  approximately 
145  feet.  With  the  exception  of  the  grass  thermometer,  all  the 
thermometers  are  housed  in  a standard  Stevenson  screen,  giving 
the  ‘shade’  or  ‘air’  temperature.  The  grass  thermometer,  fully 
exposed  at  night  an  inch  or  two  above  short  grass,  gives  some 
indication  of  the  temperature  to  which  an  object  - freely  exposed 
to  the  sky  - has  been  subjected  through  loss  of  heat  by  radiation. 
A reading  of  32  deg.  F.  or  less  on  the  grass  is  the  criterion  of  an 
official  ground  frost. 

Generally,  1966  w'as  depressingly  similar  to  the  previous  year 
and  can  only  be  described  as  mainly  cool,  dull  and  wet.  Once 
again  the  summer  was  a poor  one  and  the  peak  holiday  months  of 
July  and  August  were  particularly  disappointing.  The  fact  that 
throughout  the  entire  summer  the  shade  temperature  only  twice 
reached  80°F.  indicates  the  absence  of  any  really  good  old- 
fashioned  heatwaves.  No  exceptionally  prolonged  winter  cold  was 
registered,  the  day  temperature  failing  to  rise  above  32°  on  only 
two  occasions,  but  January  18th/19th  was  a very  cold  night  with 
a minimum  temperature  of  7°  (25°  of  frost)  on  the  grass  in  this 
instance,  the  grass  thermometer  being  exposed  on  a 2”  layer 
of  snow. 

Total  rainfall  was  considerably  above  average.  March  and 
September  - as  is  often  the  case  - were  dry  months  but  June,  July 
and  August  were  all  wet,  the  totals  being  swollen  in  each  case 
by  heavy  thunderstorms.  Following  the  dry  September,  the 
weather  changed  markedly  and  throughout  the  whole  of  October, 
November  and  Oecember,  rain  fell  with  depressing  frequency. 
Indeed,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  statistics,  there  were  only  eight 
days  throughout  the  whole  of  November  and  December  on  which 
measurable  rain  did  not  occur  - and  during  the  whole  of  October, 
November  and  December  there  were  never  more  than  three  suc- 
cessive dry  days. 

As  usual,  I give  a summary  of  the  longest  rainy  and  dry  spells 
(0.01  ins.  being  the  definition  of  a rainy  day):- 

Rainy  spells  of  10  or  more  day’s  duration  (inclusive  dates ):- 

17  days  - July  26th  - August  11th 
15  days  - December  5th  - 19th 
12  days  - November  12th  - 23rd 
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Dry  spells  of  10  or  more  days  duration  (inclusive  dates):- 

14  days  - September  16th  - 29th 
12  days  - March  12th  - 23rd 

11  days  - April  23rd  - May  3rd.  May  27th  - June  7th 
10  days  - January  3rd  - 12th 

The  criterion  of  an  official  drought  being  15  or  more  consecutive 
rainless  days,  it  will  be  seen  by  the  above  that  1966  was  free 
from  drought;  instead,  holiday-makers  had  plenty  to  grumble 
about  with  17  consecutive  rainy  days  from  July  26th  to  August 
11th  inclusive. 

The  last  ground  frost  of  the  spring  was  on  April  20th,  the  grass 
temperature  falling  to  31  °F,  and  the  first  ground  frost  of  Autumn 
was  on  November  2nd,  with  a temperature  of  29°F.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  Supply  Statistics 

The  water  supply  for  the  whole  of  Ipswich  has  been  satisfactory 
as  regards  quality  and  quantity.  The  total  quantity  pumped  during 
the  year  was  1,834,485,000  gallons  compared  with  1,723,401,000 
gallons  in  the  previous  year,  showing  an  increaseof  111,084,000 
gallons. 

2.  Purity 

Samples  of  raw  water  from  the  pumping  stations  are  sent  to  the 
Public  Analyst  for  bacteriological  and  chemical  examination. 
Samples  for  bacteriological  examination  are  also  taken  by  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  from  various  premises  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year,  96  samples  of  water  from  the  public  supplies 
were  examined  by  the  Public  .Analyst  and  195  samples  were 
taken  by  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  sent  to  the  Public 
Health  Laboratory  for  bacteriological  examination. 

A copy  of  a certificate  of  analysis  of  waters  (shown  overleaf) 
can  be  taken  as  an  average  result  of  the  whole  year.  37  samples 
of  water  were  taken  from  newly  installed  mains  and  sent  for 
bacteriological  examination.  In  a number  of  instances  unsatis- 
factory bacteriological  counts  were  obtained  and  it  was  necessary 
to  flush  out  the  mains  and  re-chlorinate  until  satisfactory  results 
were  obtained.  All  the  consumer  samples  taken  from  various 
premises  in  the  Town  gave  very  satisfactory  results. 

3.  Potential  Contamination 

Persons  to  be  employed  at  the  pumping  stations  are  required  to 
pass  a medical  examination  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  before  commencing  duties. 

4. 

The  number  of  dwelling  houses  in  Ipswich  supplied  from 
public  water  mains  was  38,921.

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT,  1960 

One  new  licence  was  issued  during  1966. 

There  are  now  21  site  licences  issued  for  caravans  in  the 
Borough  and  during  the  year  three  licences  were  renewed  for  a 
further  period. 

47  visits  paid  during  the  year  to  the  licensed  sites  showed  that 
they  were  being  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES

They  were  maintained  and  run  in  a satisfactory  manner. 

SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS 

There  are  four  public  swimming  baths  in  the  town,  two  being 
open  air  and  two  indoor  baths.  Source  of  water  supply  is  from  the 
town  mains  and  each  has  a continuous  filtration  and  chlorination 
plant. 

In  the  case  of  the  open  air  pools,  there  is  a full  change  of 
water  every  three  hours,  and  in  the  case  of  the  indoor  baths,  every 
four  hours.  Daily  tests  for  residual  chlorine  and  alkalinity  are 
taken  by  the  Bath  Superintendent’s  Staff. 

Public  Health  Inspectors  took  26  samples  of  water  for  bacter- 
iological examination  and  at  the  time  of  sampling  also  checked 
for  residual  chlorine. 

There  are  nine  schools  provided  with  outdoor  swimming  pools  and 
these  were  visited  by  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  swim- 
ming season.  Samples  of  bath  water  were  taken  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  the  residual  chlorine  checked.  In  three  instances 
unsatisfactory  bacteriological  results  were  obtained  and  these 
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were  in  each  case  due  to  unsatisfactory  chlorination. 

Following  rectification  of  the  faults,  repeat  samples  gave 
satisfactory  results.

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  four  stations  set  up  in  1961  to  measure  the  concentration 
of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  in  the  atmosphere,  continued  in  use, 
involving  1020  visits.  The  full  results  for  1966  are  not  yet  to  hand. 

COMPLAINTS 

During  the  year  29  complaints  relating  to  the  atmospheric 
pollution  were  investigated  and  41  visits  were  made  to  various 
premises. 

Complaints,  including  smoke  nuisance  from  the  burning  of 
household  and  industrial  refuse,  dust  from  the  manufacture  of  road 
making  materials,  emissions  from  cupolas,  smoke  emissions  and 
fumes  from  heating  installations  and  dust  from  fly-ash  tipping 
were  made  during  the  year.  In  most  cases  improvement  in  the 
conditions  complained  of  were  obtained  by  informal  action. 

SMOKE  OBSERVATIONS

instances  verbal  warnings  were  given  where  necessary.

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NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1960 

This  Act  came  into  force  during  1960  and  few  complaints  were 
received  in  die  first  year  or  two. 

It  has,  however,  been  stated  that  in  the  past  25  years  the 
ambient  noise  level  of  our  environment  has  increased  by  an 
average  of  one  decibel  per  year,  and  this  trend  is  continuing. 

During  the  year  1966  eight  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance 
from  noise.  Investigations  of  noise  complaints  involves  the  use 
of  a sound  level  meter  and  numerous  visits  to  the  areas  of 
complaint  to  take  readings  and  make  observations  during  various 
times  of  the  day  or  night.  It  is,  at  times,  extremely  difficult  to 
establish  what  measure  of  noise  constitutes  a nuisance  having 
regard  to  the  nature  of  the  noise  and  the  locality  in  which  it  arises. 

The  Wilson  Committee  which  investigated  the  problem  of  noise, 
recognises  these  ‘contributing  factors’,  and  set  out  in  their  final 
report  a method  of  taking  these  various  points  into  consideration 
in  producing  a tolerable  sound  pressure  level  which  can  be  used 
as  a guide.  The  actual  sound  pressure  level  readings  taken  during 
investigations  are  compared  with  the  criteria  set  out  by  the 
Wilson  Committee. 

Of  the  eight  complaints  received,  two  were  of  noise  arising  from 
the  use  of  pneumatic  drills,  two  from  occupants  of  properties 
adjoining  coin-operated  laundries  and  one.  from  inhabitants  of 
houses  near  a works  using  a large  diesel  electric  generator  as  a 
temporary  source  of  power.  The  other  three  complaints  involved 
noise  arising  from  a coal  sorting  plant,  a metallurgical  plant,  and 
the  normal  operational  noises  of  a large  garage.  In  the  first  five 
cases  the  owners  or  operators  of  the  appliances  were  approached 
on  an  informal  basis  and  required  to  reduce  the  noise  nuisance 
being  caused.  In  each  instance  co-operation  was  obtained  and 
remedial  measures  included  the  provision  of  muffles  for  pneumatic 
drills  and  the  re-building  of  a wall  and  the  rearrangement  of  pipe 
installations  in  a Laundrette.  In  the  last  three  complaints,  after 
observations  were  taken,  it  was  decided  not  to  proceed  any  further. 

One  complaint  from  a school  made  an  interesting  investigation. 
Noise  was  being  caused  from  a coal  sorting  plant  in  a nearby 
coalyard.  On  numerous  readings  being  taken  about  the  school,  it 
was  realised  that  the  average  ambient  noise  arising  from  traffic 
on  the  main  road  and  the  general  industrial  noises  in  the  area, 
were  considerably  higher  thanthe  sound  pressure  level  produced 
by  the  offending  machine.  In  fact,  the  intensity  of  the  ambient 
noise  was  such  that  the  teachers,  when  discussing  the  matter  with 
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the  Inspector,  were  unknowingly  speaking  at  a much  higher  sound 
pressure  level  than  is  normal,  and  this  indicated  that  the  ambient 
noise  level  for  the  school  was  such  as  to  cause  speech  inter- 
ference. 

Asa  result  of  complaints  the  Borough  Engineer  and  Surveyor  has 
obtained  a supply  of  suitably  designed  muffles  for  the  Council’s 
own  pneumatic  drills.  By  this  example  it  is  hoped  that  the  various 
private  civil  engineering  contractors  will  also  provide  muffles 
for  drills  which  they  are  likely  to  use.

AUDIOMETRY 

During  1966  routine  audiometric  screening  of  school  entrants 
continued.  946  children  were  tested  and  317  were  referred  for 
retests.  Initial  failure  was  sometimes  due  to  the  noisy  conditions 
in  which  the  test  was  carried  out  at  school  but  generally  head 
teachers  have  been  very  helpful  in  providing  the  best  available 
facilities. 

The  total  number  of  full  audiometric  tests  carried  out  during  the 
year  was  434.  108  children  were  found  to  have  defects  needing 
referral  to  their  own  doctors  and  95  were  to  be  retested  later. 

Facilities  for  audiometry  are  now  available  in  the  department 
for  any  child  referred  by  doctors,  teachers  or  parents  if  hearing 
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defects  are  suspected,  and  one  general  practitioner  refers  all  his 
young  patients  for  a test  after  ear  infections.  I am  happy  to  make 
this  service  available  as  mild  hearing  defects  are  difficult  to 
detect  in  any  other  way  and  yet  can  have  such  an  adverse  effect 
on  the  child’s  progress  in  school 

INTERNATIONAL  TUBERCULIN  TESTING  SURVEY 

During  the  year  the  International  Union  against  Tuberculosis  in 
conjunction  with  the  World  Health  Organisation,  arranged  an 
investigation  into  the  significance  of  tuberculin  sensitivity  in  a 
number  of  European  countries.  Ipswich  was  asked  to  take  part 
and  to  arrange  for  the  tuberculin  testing  of  1,000  children.  The 
head  teachers  of  four  primary  schools  were  asked  to  co-operate, 
and  all  agreed.  A total  of  1,090  children  were  in  fact  tested  and 
I am  grateful  to  the  staff  of  the  schools  concerned  for  their  help 
in  making  this  project  successful.  The  results  are  still  being 
analysed  and  at  the  moment  the  final  report  is  not  available.

(c)  DENTAL 
Staffing 

The  professional  staff  of  the  school  dental  service  remained  at 
full  strength,  but  there  was  a two  months’  lapse  after  Mrs.  Palmer, 
the  auxiliary,  resigned  before  Miss  Billitt  commenced. 

Two  dental  surgery  assistants  resigned  during  the  year  with  a 
break  of  five  weeks  before  replacement. 


Inspections 

The  number  of  children  given  a first  inspection  this  year  was 
13  558,  which  is  a slight  increase  on  last  year.  Previous 
years  showed  a steep  increase  in  children  inspected,  but  it  is 
now  doubtful  whether  further  improvement  can  take  place  without 
an  additional  dental  officer.  In  1965  and  1966  separate  recording 
was  made  for  the  children  reinspected  during  the  year,  with  the 
result  that  the  percentage  -found  to  require  treatment  can  be 
compared  within  the  year,  providing  a reasonable  assessment  of 
dental  fitness  is  made  at  each  inspection.  As  one  would  expect, 
those  found  to  require  treatment  at  reinspections  during  each  year 
showed  some  improvement  over  the  first  inspections,  because  of 
the  improving  position  at  first  inspections  year  by  year,  and  the 
children  made  fit  as  a result  of  the  treatment  offered  at  the 

first  inspection.

The  number  of  courses  of  treatment  commenced  was  4,172  and 
compares  favourably  with  4, 182  in  1965,  as  the  number  of  treatment 
sessions  fell  by  113,  mainly  because  of  the  break  in  service  by 
the  dental  auxiliary. 

In  spite  of  the  reduction  in  sessions  the  courses  of  treatment 
completed  increased  by  274,  which  shows  a trend  towards  less 
treatment  being  required  per  child. 

Dental  emergencies  fell  by  212,  indicating  that  the  fillings 
provided  by  the  school  service  and  the  national  service  are 
having  their  effect,  together  with  an  improving  awareness  of 
dental  health. 

Broken  Appointments 

The  problem  of  broken  appointments  is  a vicious  circle,  and 
they  have  again  increased.  Of  course  more  appointments  have 
to  be  made  in  compensation,  but  this  also  adds  to  the  problem, 
since  the  more  appointments  made  increases  the  number  failed. 

A greater  sense  of  responsibility  is  required  of  parents,  who, 
having  agreed  to  the  treatment,  fail  to  concern  themselves  whether 
or  not  their  children  attend  and  complete  treatment.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION 
Report  for  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1966 


The  Organisers,  employed  jointly  with  East  Suffolk  County 
Education  Committee,  were  available  for  the  following  proportion 
of  time:

The  bulk  of  the  service  given  to  the  schools  was,  again,  in 


normal  school  visits  when  help  and  guidance  was  offered  to  the 
teachers  on  all  aspects  of  the  physical  education  programme.  In 
the  Secondary  Schools  standard  of  work  was  maintained  despite 
a lack  of  specialist  teachers,  a problem  which  is  national  and 
not  confined  to  the  Borough.  The  shortage  in  1966  was  particularly 
on  the  girls  side  but  the  position,  understandably,  tends  to 
change  from  time  to  time.  It  is,  perhaps,  in  the  Primary  Schools 
where  the  greatest  help  is  needed  as  it  is  in  these  schools  that 
the  work  is  undertaken  by  non-specialists  who,  in  their  enthusiasm, 
look  for  help  continually.  The  Courses  held  the  previous  year 
resulted  in  a more  ready  acceptance  of  newer  methods  of  approach 
and  the  work  generally  advanced  as  the  teachers  put  into  practice 
the  suggestions  and  techniques  demonstrated  at  those  courses. 

Generally,  the  facilities  essential  to  physical  education  were 
maintained  and  in  some  instances  improved  and  the  scope  of  the 
work,  particularly  on  the  wider  aspect  of  secondary  work  advanced 
satisfactorily.  Much  was  done  for  the  older  pupils  in  introducing 
them  to  post  school  physical  recreation. 

Those  schools  having  their  own  swimming  pools  made  excellent 
use  of  them  and  demonstrated  yet  again  the  advantages  of  having 
on  the  spot  facilities  supplemented  by  visits  to  the  larger  public 
baths. 

The  teachers  are  to  be  congratulated  on  their  work  for  the 
physical  well  being  of  the  children  and  again  the  Ipswich  School 
Sports  Association  offered  a wide  range  of  opportunities  to  the 
more  able  ones  through  the  many  competitions  arranged. 

PROVISION  OF  MEALS,  MILK  AND  SUPPLEMENTARY 

NOURISHMENT 

The  increase  in  the  number  of  children  taking  meals  has 
continued  during  1966  and  by  December  45  per  cent  of  the 
children  on  roll  were  taking  meals. 

In  January  the  kitchen  at  Castle  Hill  Schools  was  re-opened  and 
produces  250mealsper  day,  serving  the  Castle  Hill  Schools  only. 

The  kitchen  at  St.  Helen’s  Schools  was  re-opened  at  the 
beginning  of  the  Summer  Term,  providing  230  meals  daily,  all 
of  which  are  served  on  the  premises. 

Later  in  the  year,  in  September,  a new  kitchen  with  a capacity 
of  350  meals  was  opened  at  St.  Alban  s School,  bringing  the 
number  of  School  Meals  Kitchens  in  operation  to  twenty.

The  Youth  Employment  Officers  are  extremely  sympathetic 
towards  our  children  and  go  out  of  their  way  to  fit  them  into  the 
right  niche. 

After-care  continues  to  be  non-existent  but  some  scholars  come 
back  to  school  and  the  staff  help  them  where  necessary  and 
parents  of  old  scholars  often  call  or  write  for  advice.  There  is 
need  for  a Club  including  further  education. 

The  school  has  been  fortunate  in  having  visits  from  Dr.  Smith 
nearly  every  week.  Early  in  the  year,  a complete  audiometry  test 
was  given  to  all  children.  The  health  visitor  has  given  lessons 
to  our  senior  girls  on  Home-making  and  Hygiene,  including  first 
aid,  and  in  addition  carried  out  several  cleanliness  inspections 
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and  treatment  at  the  clinic  where  necessary. 

The  staff  at  the  clinic  is  most  co-operative  in  the  treatments 
given  to  our  children  who  come  from  problem  homes. 

Many  visitors  have  been  to  the  school  this  year.  Students  from 
the  various  courses  on  Child-care  at  the  Civic  College,  some 
from  the  East  Suffolk  courses  at  Belstead  House  and  others 
from  Teachers’  training  courses,  Nursery  Students  from  Raeburn 
Road,  individual  students  from  various  Universities,  the  Depart- 
ment of  Family  Psychiatry,  including  visitors  from  Japan, 
Israel,  Yugoslavia  and  Finland.  Twelve  students  from  Clacton 
College  of  Education  observed  for  a day  and  a visit  was  paid 
by  the  Head  of  the  Evelyn  Fison  Training  Centre.  We  were  also 
honoured  by  an  afternoon  visit  from  Miss  Hill,  H.M.I.  She  visited 
all  classrooms  and  spoke  to  the  staff. 

December  1965  saw  the  end  of  fourteen  years’  splendid  service 
from  Mrs.  Brown,  Domestic  Science  teacher.  Her  post  has  been 
filled. 

Mr.  B.  Walsh,  who  spent  six  weeks  in  May  and  June  doing  his 
block  practice  when  taking  the  Diploma  course  for  teaching 
E.S.N.  children,  was  appointed  to  the  staff  in  September  for  one 
year  while  Mr.  P.  Bishop  went  to  take  the  course. 

The  Visiting  Committee  have  paid  termly  visits  to  the  school, 
the  last  on  the  2nd  December  was  longer  as  a whole  day  is  now 
being  devoted  to  these  visits. 

The  Worshipful  the  Mayor,  Alderman  Mrs.  M.  J.  Keeble,  has 
found  time  to  come  on  these  visits  and,  in  addition,  has  attended 
some  of  our  other  functions,  lunching  with  the  Staff  and  distri- 
buting the  Trophies  on  Sports  Day,  held  on  the  22nd  June. 
Mrs.  Lesley  Lewis,  Mrs.  E.  Young  and  Mr.  R.  G.  Amos  have 
supported  all  our  functions  which  included  a Harvest  Festival 
Service,  Carol  and  Nativity  Activity  and  an  Autumn  Fayre.  At  the 
two  Services  collections  were  taken  and  the  senior  children 
bought  sufficient  fruit  and  sweets  to  make  up  45  gifts  for  the 
Burlington  Road  0. A. P.’s  and  ten  gifts  for  the  Ladies  at  Mallard 
Court.  These  ladies  usually  accept  the  invitations  to  attend  our 
functions.  The  children  took  the  gifts  to  the  Homes  and  while 
there  sang  Carols.  50  parents  and  friends  attended  the  Harvest 
Festival  Service  and  45  the  Carol  Service.  After  the  Harvest 
Festival  Service,  31  boxes  of  produce  were  made  up  for  the 
‘over-eighties’. 

The  Speech  Therapist  still  spends  only  one  session  per  week 
and  really  does  admirable  work  with  the  cases  requiring  most 
attention.  Many  others  require  help  but  there  is  no  time. 
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Boys  and  girls  between  the  ages  of  14  and  16  have  been  able 
to  go  along  with  children  from  Chantry  School  on  visits  to  various 
factories  and  places  of  interest.  Other  school  journeys  were 
fewer  this  year  - one  to  the  Eastern  Gas  Board  demonstration  on 
Meat  Cookery  - one  to  London,  when  11  pupils  and  two  staff 
combined  pleasure  with  education  by  audio-visual  means  from 
6.0  a.m.  to  10.5  p.m.  and  one  took  20  girls  and  three  staff  to 
Wattisfield  Potteries. 

Attendance  at  the  Parents’  monthly  meetings  varies  from  7 - 50. 
Films  on  ‘Learning  to  Read’  and  ‘Treatment  of  Epilepsy*  were 
attended  by  30.  Discussion  with  the  staff  and  head  teacher  on  the 
progress  of  their  children  brought  only  15  parents,  while  35 
attended  a demonstration  of  certain  tools  and  their  limitations, 
given  by  Mr.  W.  J.  Wyncoll,  woodwork  instructor. 

Swimming  continues  to  be  a successful  activity.  Six  boys  had 
distance  certificates  for  the  mile,  while  40%  of  the  school  can 
swim;  some  are  quite  young.  On  the  9th  June,  a short  Gala  was 
held  at  St.  Matthew’s  Baths,  when  seven  children  from  Whitton 
Special  School  entered.  Book  prizes  were  given  and,  in  July,  these 
were  presented  at  a ceremony  attended  by  the  Headmaster  and 
P.E.  Master  from  Whitton  Special  School  along  with  four  of  their 
children  who  received  book  prizes.  About  20  parents  attended 
the  Gala  but  34  attended  the  Sports  Day.  The  School  Fund  paid 
for  the  prizes.  P.C.  Stubley  gave  lessons  in  cycling  proficiency 
again  this  year  and  had  75%  success  with  them. 

From  the  18th  June  to  the  29th  June  the  Headmistress  was 
privileged  to  go  with  other  head  teachers  to  Detmold,  W.  Germany 
on  an  educational  visit.  The  Special  Schools  there  were  remark- 
ably interesting  and  there  was  a great  deal  of  value  in  the  visit 
to  absorb  and  bring  to  bear  on  one’s  own  work  here. 

Through  the  U.N.I.C.E.F.  post  cards,  some  of  our  senior  boys 
and  girls  have  formed  pen  friendships  with  boys  and  girls  in 
Australia. 

In  July,  36  children  went  to  a Holiday  Fellowship  Camp  at 
Staithes,  N.E.  Yorkshire.  Excursions  were  made  to  (1)  Rowntrees 
of  York  and,  while  in  York,  to  the  Minster,  the  Museum  and  the 
Shambles;  (2)  Dorman,  Long  & Co.,  Middlesborough,  and  (3) 
Scarborough.  Other  days  were  spent  exploring  the  Moors  and  the 
interesting  coastal  places,  such  as  Whitby,  Runswick  Bay, 
Robin  Hood  s Bay,  Sandsend,  Saltburn  and  Redcar.  Some  children 
did  not  make  their  full  payments  for  this  camp,  but  the  School 
Fund,  with  help  from  the  Elizabethan  Trust  Fund  and  the  Ladies 
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Circle  has  settled  the  debt.  The  food  at  the  Camp  was  unsatis- 
factory and  meals  had  to  be  obtained  outside,  to  give  a balanced 
diet. 

Back  at  school,  23  children  had  a tea-party  after  school  and 
visited  the  Circus  on  the  4th  July. 

At  Easter  and  Summer,  our  leavers  have  attended  the  Services 
for  leavers  held  at  the  various  Ipswich  Churches. 

In  September,  20  parents  came  to  see  the  transparencies  taken 
at  Staithes  Camp. 

Two  visits  have  been  made  to  Ipswich  Theatre  - 14  boys  and 
girls  to  see  ‘Portrait  of  a Queen’  and  in  December  the  whole 
school  saw  ‘Pinocchio’.  Further  cultural  uplift  was  encouraged 
when  approximately  30  attended  the  various  concerts  given  by  a 
wide  variety  of  musicians  under  the  Northgate  Trust  Scheme. 

The  year  ended  with  Christmas  Festivities  and  we  had  several 
visitors  to  our  Christmas  Party  and  to  Christmas  Dinner,  when 
the  senior  boys  presented  a home-made  cracker  containing  a 
3d.  piece  to  every  child  in  the  school.  The  money  was  saved 
from  5th  November  and  used  in  this  way  instead.

Approximately  26  children  are  under  treatment  A gift  of  a 
stationary  exercise  bicycle  was  received  from  Ipswich  Grey- 
friars  Round  Table  and  has  proved  extremely  beneficial. 
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Swimming 

Swimming  has  continued  throughout  the  year  at  Fore  Street 
Baths  on  Thursday  mornings,  under  Mr.  Ward.  A number  of 
certificates  and  awards  were  won  over  the  year. 

The  school  shared  a swimming  gala  at  St.  Matthew’s  Baths  with 
Beacon  Hill  School. 

Visitors 

The  school  has  continued  to  have  a number  of  visitors  interested 
in  P.H.  children  and  students  attending  courses:  Clacton  Teachers 
Training  College,  Civic  College  Child  Care,  Belstead  House 
Teacher  Training,  pre-nursing  and  Nursing  students  etc. 

Visits 

There  have  been  the  customary  school  visits  during  the  summer 
term  - the  seniors  visited  London.  This  was  a very  successful 
trip.  In  spi te  of  some  immobility  a visit  to  Selfridges  was  managed 
as  well  as  the  usual  sight-seeing  by  ‘bus.  Only  once  was  a taxi 
required  for  a short  journey  for  one  of  the  more  severely  handi- 
capped. The  Middle  school  visited  Norwich  and  had  a trip  on  the 
Broads.  One  part  of  the  Infants  visited  Stanway  Zoo,  another 
Felixstowe.  For  three  severely  handicapped  children  a trip  by 
private  car  was  arranged  and  they  were  taken  to  Felixstowe  and 
shown  the  Docks,  etc.  Thus  every  child  in  the  school  has  enjoyed 
a visit,  inese  trips  have  been  very  successful  in  demonstrating 
that  with  careful  preparation  even  handicapped  children  may  feel 
at  no  disadvantage  in  the  outside  world. 

Local  visits  have  been  made  to  hear  Robin  Hall  and  Jimmy 
\iacGiegor.  Mr.  Willett  of  Whitton  Nature  Reserve  has  welcomed 
our  children  and  shown  them  the  birds  and  animals. 

Open  Days 

Each  term  there  has  been  an  open  day;  parents  have  attended 
well.  In  the  summer  term  there  was  a P.E.  activity,  organised  by 
Mr.  Ward,  at  which  Miss  Ayles,  the  P.E.  Organiser,  attended.  At 
Christmas  Mrs.  M.P.  Cunnington,  Deputy  Head,  produced  ‘The 
Old  Christmas  Mummer’s’  play.  Several  members  of  the  Visiting 
Committee  attended. 

Harvest  Festival 

A Harvest  Service  was  held  at  which  Miss  N.V.  King  came  and 
spoke  to  the  children. 
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Carol  Service 

A Carol  Service  was  held  in  December.  The  Rev.  J.  Elliston 
(Curate  at  Whitton)  came  and  addressed  the  children.  Parents 
were  invited. 

Ipswich  School  Sports 

This  school  actually  does  not  take  part,  but  a number  of 
children  attended  and  acted  as  messengers  to  the  various 
officials. 

Archery 

The  Central  Council  for  the  Disabled,  gave  us  a grant  for 
equipment  for  archery.  This  has  proved  very  useful,  especially 
with  chair  cases. 

Staffing 

Miss  J.C.  Wilson  resigned  to  get  married  and  Mr.  R.A.  Coutts 
was  appointed.  Mr.  J.L.  Dodsworth  resigned  to  take  up  another 
post  and  Mrs.  P.  James  was  appointed.  Miss  A.  Dodson  has  just 
resigned  to  take  up  a peripatetic  post  in  connection  with  deaf 
children  and  as  yet  there  has  been  no  appointment  and  a supply 
teacher  is  taking  her  class. 

Building  Improvement 

The  change  over  to  oil  heating  and  the  covering  in  and  extension 
of  the  corridors  has  begun.  This  will  be  of  enormous  help  in 
cold  and  wet  weather. 

ISOLATION  HOSPITAL  SCHOOL 
Twenty-seven  Ipswich  pupils  were  admitted  to  this  Hospital 
School  during  the  year,  and  five  were  in  attendance  at  the  end  of 
the  year.  The  total  number  of  children  in  attendance  during  1966 
was  twenty-eight.  These  included  twelve  with  Orthopaedic 
defects,  five  with  injuries  and  eleven  with  a chest  condition.

MISCELLANEOUS 

(a)  EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

(Section  18  of  Children  and  Young  Persons  Act,  1933)  chiefly 
in  connection  with  the  sale  of  newspapers.
